he Hamptons Police Department’s new Ferret 

Animal Response Team unexpectedly went 
from 14 members to 49 this week. It seems four of 
the recently added ferrets were pregnant and have 
since given birth to litters of 6—8 babies. 

“The HPD recreational building in Montauk is 
pretty much on its way to being overrun by ferrets,” 
Hamptons Police Department spokesman Rex 
Gallant explained in a press release this week. “It 
looks like our animal handlers and purchasing 
department failed to check the sex and status of the 
new ferret officers—so not only do we have 35 new 
baby officers, we've been told a great deal of mating 
has been going on in the plush confines of our 
Montauk facility,” Gallant added. “We may have 
inadvertently set a real’situation in motion. These 
ferrets already outnumber our human officers two 
to one.” . 

Hamptons Police staff had been reduced in 
recent months, and the spokesman said they are 
currently exploring various ways to deal with the 
- quickly multiplying numbers. “This could be seen 
as a blessing or a curse, depending on how well 
our trained ferrets perform in the field,” Gallant 


said, adding, “Obviously we are keeping the ferrets 
separate as much as possible right now, but our 
trained ferret officers have been known to sneak off 
and mate quickly during operations, and they are 
mostly ignoring orders not to do it.” 

Insiders report that the Department’s once sleek 
and beautiful Montauk R&R center, which was 
only completed last year, is now a mess of cedar 
chips, cat litter, hair and ferret dung. If, however, 
the Ferret Animal Response Team pilot program 


turns out to be a success, they now know it will be 
completely self-sustaining. 

“So far, when they're not attempting to mate, the 
ferrets are managing to hand out parking tickets 
and find lost citizens, as per their original charter, 
but we remain unsure if they will be able to handle 
hostage negotiation, DWI checks and tracking down 
escaped prisoners and criminals with warrants, as 
our plan dictates,” Gallant said. “It’s just too soon 
to say how this will all work out.” §&

6¢ Distance and intimacy are at times entwined to create an exciting 
dichotomy,” Michael Schweigart says of his art. That’s true of current 


times, and it’s true of his work. Schweigart talks about his inspiration, how * 


he approaches his process and more. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

When I’m out driving, certain scenes do capture my attention and would 
make interesting compositions. In this painting, first, the rows of corn 
drew me in by being so evenly spaced. As they rise and fall and curve, they 
accentuate the contour of the ground and draw you the landscape to the 
structures in the distance. 

Where do you get your inspiration from in general? 

I can find inspiration anywhere, but I gravitate to the open landscape, 

with old structures and their angles, and the perspective in the landscape. 
Talk about your artistic process. 

My process is a traditional one, starting with a preliminary drawing 
for composition and detail. When satisfied with that, I transfer it to the 
support (paper, board, canvas, etc.). This is followed by an underpainting to 
establish value—darks and lights. Then it’s a process of painting, layering,

and refining until I get the desired effect or 
representation. 

How would you describe your artistic 
style? 

Naturalistic, tight realism. 
lf you could talk with any artist, living or 
dead, who would it be and why? 

Offhand, Andrew Wyeth is one of the many 
artists that have influenced the direction of 
my work. When I first started painting his 
style of painting resonated with me. I would 
have plenty of questions for him, from his 
compositions to his painting techniques. I 
would want him to do a critique of my work, 
just for his thoughts. 
if you weren’t an artist, what would you be doing? 

Probably a full-time teacher, since I do this now part-time.

Phere isn’t one East End business or cultural

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Habitat for Humanity of Suffolk Makes Vital Donation 


team from Habitat for Humanity of Suffolk re- 

cently donated 200 No5 respirator masks and 
1,750 disposable full body coverall suits to Stony Brook 
University Hospital’s Trauma Unit. The donation al- 
lowed the organization a chance to do some good 
while much of their usual efforts to shelter low-income 
families is on hold during the coronavirus (COVID-19) 
pandemic.“We have tremendous admiration for the 
healthcare community,” Habitat for Humanity of Suf- 
folk CEO Lee Silberman said, noting he was glad his 
not-for-profit could help them in some smll way. 

When he heard about the mask. and equipment 
shortages hospitals are experiencing or will experience, 
Silberman reached out to his head of construction 
and asked if they had any N95 masks to donate. The 
manager searched Habitat Suffolk’s warehouse and all 
panel trucks for the masks—which construction teams 
use to protect their lungs from dangerous particles 
during certain phases of work—and gathered them for 
SBU Hospital, 

In addition, Silberman recalled that Michael Man- 
giacapra of American Regent (a Division of Luitpold 
Pharmaceuticals, Inc.) had generously donated a huge 
number of protective, full-body coverall suits about a 
year ago, which were sitting at their Suffolk ReStore 
donation center in Ronkonkoma. Because Habitat Suf- 
folk needs these suits so infrequently, Silberman add- 
ed all 1,750 to their delivery. “They literally would’ve 
lasted us 30 years, with the amount of times we have 
to use them,” the CEO says, noting that the hospital 
initially refused the suits because they're not what staff 
typically use, but they quickly changed their minds and 
called back. These are, after all, far from typical times. 

This also holds _true for Habitat 


for Humanity of Suffolk. BE 

According to Silberman, the 
organization is continuing to 
do some work where possible, 
but a number of projects are on 
hold, delayed or in limbo, and 
they desperately need funding. 
“We are doing what we can to 
keep open, but in a safe way,” 
he says. Like most businesses 
and organizations, Habitat 
Suffolk is struggling due to the 
pandemic and its far-reaching 
consequences. 

Silberman said they had to 
close their ReStore thrift shop 
in Ronkonkoma and furlough 
the staff on Tuesday, March 
24, though they are work- 
ing on a virtual store, which 
he hopes will open soon with 
limited staff. As.of Thursday, 
March 26, Habitat Suffolk 


have ceased all construction HABITAT FOR HUMANITY VOLUNTEERS 


work on six houses for a mini- 
mum two-week period. A couple of other homes were 
scheduled to be complete and ready for families to live 


in them by June, but “Right now that’s kind of touch- 


and-go,” Silberman says. 

“We're taking to heart what Governor Cuomo is say- 
ing,” he continues, explaining that, like most of the 
country, all Habitat Suffolk office staff are now working 
remotely from home to observe social distancing and 
avoid spreading the virus or putting people at risk. 


As for good news, one Habi- 
_ tat for Humanity Suffolk home 
is finished in Mastic Beach and 
Silberman said they're working 
with Brookhaven Town to get 
a certificate of occupancy, and 
working with the banks to get 
the home cleared to close so 
the family can move in. 

Once that happens, the or- 
ganization will forgo gathering 
for a traditional ribbon cutting 
ceremony, but they will host a 
| virtual celebration online in- 
stead. 

With all these changes 
and difficulties, Habitat Suf- 
folk says critical projects and 
initiatives will continue to 
move forward, honoring their 
mission to bring people to- 
gether to build homes and 
provide communities hope— 
a need that will grow even 

greater during these incred- 
ibly difficult and uncertain times. “We're doing new 
budgets assuming we'll have next to no revenue in July,” 
Silberman says, highlighting the very real hardship 
they're experiencing. To help keep the mission going, Sil- 
berman said the organization is planning a new online ini- 
tiative, offering Habitat for Humanity of Suffolk t-shirts for 
$50 donations, and hats for $100 donations. ga.
